dations upon presentation to the National Intelli¬ 
gence Authority (N@0), These recommendations 
will have attached a voting slip providing oppor*- 
tunity forj

verting ; slips will bo acted upon and returned to 
the Secretary, NJA, within seven wording days 
after receipt t Substance of the Statement of the 
non-concurrence shell aopompany the statement to 
the NIA (NSC|. If any Intelligence Advisory 
Board member so requests, an Intelligence Advisory 
Board meeting shall be called by the Director of 
Central Intelligence. If the IAB proposes to 
refer any suoh recommendation to a speoial study 
group or otherwise to delay the presentation of 
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the recommendation to the NIA (NSC), hut the 
Director of Central Intelligence considers such 
delay inadvisable,- the IAB members shall have 
seven working days, after receipt of the views 
of the Director of Central Intelligence regard¬ 
ing such delay, for the submission of any desired 

statement of nop*.concurrence > -the basis of which 

will aooompany the recommendation to the NJA (NSC). 
8) The Secretary, NXA> shall oiroulate to the 
IAB members any recommendations, proposed direc¬ 
tives* papers, etc., which an IAB member may 
originate for consideration by the Director of 
Central Intelligence and the Intelligence 
Advisory Board.
